42S HER E AS byalate Ordinance of Parliament, bearing date the ninth of January 1643.thareis a rate of E 
GO ciſe ſet upon all Beeves, Veals, Mutrons,Porks,Lambs,and other Butchers Mear, to be killed for Provifion off, 
SIE Vieuals,and the ſame to be levyed according to the value of the Beaſt when he is living,and all Butchers and * 
VASES others, from whom any ſuch Exciſe ſhould at any time become due, to pay and be accountable ſor the ſame 
[SDA weekly. | 
Ro Now the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, finding the many inconveniencies that do,and 
will of neceſſity ariſe, in levying the ſame within the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, Suburbs of both, & Lines of Communiz 
cation,bythe Rule preſcribed by the aforeſaid Ordinance,if the ColleRing the ſaid Exciſe ſhould be continued for the future in 
that way.For prevention whereof,and for the more regular and facile levying the ſame forthe future, within the Cities of London 
& Weſtminſter,cheir Suburbs,and Lines of Communication aforeſaid: Be it ordained by the ſaid Lords & Commons aſſembled 
in Parliament, That all Beeves Muttons, Veals,Porks,and other Butchers mear(in the aforeſaid Ordinances,mentioned to be Ex- 
cilcable,from and after thetwentieth day of this preſent July,)which ſhall bee brought to be killed for ſlaughter,and proviſion 
of Yi&uall, within the Cities of London & Weſtminſter their Suburbs, & Lines of Communication, {hall bee lyable to pay while 
all ſuch Cattle are yetalive, the faid duty of Exciſe being oneſhilling in every twenty ſhillings value of the Beaſt living, 

And bee it further ordained, that all Grafters, Butchers,and others, wwho from and after the day and yecr aforclaid, ſhall brin "S 
any live Beeyes,Muttoas, Veals, Lambs, Porks,or other fort of Butchers ware before ſpecified, either by Land or by Water, into 
the Cities of Landon and Weftminſter,their Suburbs,or Lines of Communication,to be killed for ſale or private ſpending,do and 
{hall at the Ports and firſt entrance within the Lines of Communication, make known unto ſuch Officer or Officers as ſhall be 
appointed by.t.e Commiſſioners of Exciſe,to atcend ſuch Port or place,the number and nature of the {aid Catcle,and the names 
of the right owners of them, which the ſaid Officers ſhall Regiſter in a book,and deliver unto the perſon who hath the charge 
of the ſaid Catrell, a Certificate or Ticket of the ſame. 

And bee it further Ordained, that noGraſier,Butcher, or other perſon whatloeyer, who from and after the day and yeer 
aforeſaid,{hll bring any live Beeves, Muctons, Veales, Lambs, Porks,or other Butchers ware before ſpecified, either by Land 
or Water into the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, their Suburbs,and Lines of Communication,do or [hall preſume to put any 
ſuch Beaft to fale, in any place within the Line of Communicarion, . but inthe open anduluall place and Marker in Smithfield, 
upon pain of forfeiture of ſuch Beaft,or the valuethereof. 
 Andthat every ſuch Graſfier or other, who ſhall put to ſaleany kind of Cattle Excileable by this Ordinance, within the ſaid 
Cities of London or Weſtminſter, or Linc of Communication, and within the time aforeſaid, do and ſhall give notice thereofto- 
gether with the true price of ſuch Cartell, unto the Officer or Deputy appointed by the Commitſioners of Fxcile, to atrend at 
fome known place in Smithfield to Regiſter all ſuch Cutell,and to receive the Exciſe due for them, and {hall not make &&ctivery 
of any Cattell ſo (old untill the Exciſe be duly paid, and a Ticket obtained to teſtifie the lame upon forfeiture of treble the value 
ofthe Excile of ſuch Carell; And that every Butcher who [hall buy fuch Catcell, ſhall duly pay the Exciſe as aforefaid,before 
hee kill the ſame,upon paine of forfeiture of the ſaid Carrell or the value of it. 

And bee it further ordained, that if any Butcher or other,who from and after the day and yeer above w:itcn, ſhall bring any 
live Cartell above ſpecified, either by Land or by Water, into the Citics of London and Weſtminſter, their Suburbs, or Lines of 
Communication, to kill for ſale, or his own private ſpending, which hee or they bought without the Line of Communica- 
rion, that every ſuch Butcher or other,ſhall at the entrance of fach Port, pay the {aid duty of Exciſe for al! {uch Cattell accor. 
ding to the intent of tais Ordinance, unto the Officers for that purpoſe there depured to receive the ſame. 

Andthat all Butchers and others, who for the uſes aforeſaid, ſhall from henceforth buy, feed,or otherwiſe have in readineſſe 
to kill for proviſion of Vittuall the ſorts and kinds of Catcell before mentioned, within the Cities of London and WeJminſter, 
or Lineof Communication, which came not immediately from without the Line,ſhall before any ſuch Cartell be by thempur 
to ſale or killed, pay the ſaid duty of Exciſe into the Office 6'Exciſe,or elſe there give ſufficient teſtimony that it was paid before 

And bee it likewiſe Ordained,that all and cvery ſuch Graſter, Butcher, or other perſon or perſons whatſoever,as ſhall ſeek 
to evade this Ordinance, by refuling to pay the aforeſaid duty of Exciſe accordingtothe Tenor hereof, or pradtile any other 
fraudulent meanes or wayes,toelude the ſame inany particular,that every ſuch perfon or perſons ſo offending, beſides the ſeve- 
rall penalties before mentioned, {hall bee cftcemed a perſon ill-affeted to the State, and ſuffer ſuch further puniſhment as both 
Houſes of Parliament ſhall adjudp ; | 

And Laftly,the ſaid Lords and Commons doe further Ordaine and Declare, That every other matter and thing contained 
inthe former Ordinance ef Exciſc on Fleſh, of the ninth of Jamarylaſt, and thereby injoyned to beexecuted and done, fave in- 
the matter of Regulating and leyying of the lameas by this Ordinance, ſhall to all intents and purpoſes remain,and be in full
